Aftei’ the war, from August to September, Subject headed a 
joint committee of Arm7, Navj, Foreign and Home hhnisteries 
personnel for liaison with the occupation forces. He set 
an office in the Nippon Club, lureku-cho, Tokyo, to handle 
liaison between the American forces and the First Demobili- 
zation Bureau* It was also reported that since the 
occupation. Subject had been the senior military member of

Editiiig Office in the NIK Bldg*, and worked in the 

Historical Material Section of the Demobilization Bureau.

Subject belonged to the 
same groiq> of high-ranking officers as General ITAGAKI, General 
EAGESA, General TANAKA, emd General TOJO, in other words, to 
the group of military leaders who had forced their conception 
of Japanese power, conquest. and rule on the Far E^st, Subject 
never mentionedtthe ideas and ideals of these men, but it was
